FRACTIONAL CURRENCY. —In reply to 
an inquiry whether national banks are 


compelled to receive more than five 
dollars of fractional currency on deposit 
at any one time, the United States 
Treasurer states that fractional currency 
not being a legal tender for the pay- 
ment of private debts, national banks, 
not designated as depositaries, are not 
required by law to receive it in any 
amounts; nor are national bank deposi 
taries required to receive it, except 
when presented in payment of dues to 
the United States, other than customs 
The latter are re- 
quired to receive fractional currency, 
not defaced or mutilated, in payment 
of all public dues less than five dollars, 
except customs, in accordance with the 
endorsement printed on each fractional 


note.

railroad veteran, which occurred at the 
receiving warehouse of this road, yes- 
terday evening at 3 u’clock. The cir- 
cumstances of the sad accident are as 
follows : Capt. Horton, as yard master. 
was standing at the entrance of the 
receiving warehouse, watching the pas 
sage of freight cars, when one more 
heavily iaden than the others, careened 
very much on the left side, and striking

Alleged Fraud and Corraption in 
*the Boston Custom House—Samuel 
~A. Way inGoverument ‘roils. - 


What is generally understood to be a 


thorough overhauling of affairs in the 
Boston Custom House and among im- 
porters who do business therewith was 
developed in this city to-day. The 
Case in point was that of the United 
States .vs. Samuel A. Way, who is 


city, and the indictment condensev 
would read about as follows:—On the 
2d day of September last. Mr. Way 
cntered 1,261 bales of tobacco, contaii = 
lng a gross uggrevate uf 130,000 poun s 
in the Boston Custom House, and 
usked that they be weighed by the au- 
thorities, 

Agreebly tothe manner and form in 
such cases made and provided,Mr, Fred 
erick G. Mills, a customs officer, who 
was detailed to weigh the goods, re 
ported that there were Lut 109,000 
puunds taken altogether, leaving a 
Margin of 21,000 poundsin round num- 
bers between the real weight and that 
officially returned at the Custom House, 
This made a_ difference of 
in Mr. Way’s payment of ‘duties, 
Theretore, on the 25ih of October, in- 
formation was filed in the United States 


Court, or by District Attorney Mason, 


and a warrant issued for the seizure of 
the property (which was then in bond- 
ed warehouse) by Judge Lowell. On 
the 31st, Mr. Way filed a claim for the 
ownership of the tobacco, and also a 
petition for its appraisal. On the 4th 
of November, Mr. Way, through his’ 
counsel, Messrs. Hillard, Hyde and 
Dickinson, filed the answer Jor the de- 
fence. 
Ten days later, the Court issued an 
order that Way be allowed to give 
bonds in the sum of $100,000, the ap 
praiser’s valuation, and remove it from 
the Custcm House, the duties being paid 
upon the whole amount. ‘whis mode of 
procedure was agreed to, and Mr. Way 
took possession of the tobacco and 
sold it. | 
So the case stood up to within a few 
days. Since then, however, it has been 
alleged that Mr. Way was in collusion 
with the customs authorities, and that 
this was not the only instance in 
which he has attempted to defraud the 
revenue. 
The case Was investigated thoroughly 
by Special Treasury Agent Bingham 
and lis associates, and us the result of 
their efforts, Mr. Way allowed himself 
to be detaulted in the United States 
District Court te-day, and forteited the 
amount of his bond. ‘This sum, taken 
with the gross amount of the duties 
which he paid upon the tobacco, makes 
his total loss nearly one hundred and 
tifty thousand duvllars. 
Nor isthis theend of the work of 
the detective officers. Mr. Hills, who 
is accused of complicity with Mr. Way 
and the making of a false return, has 
been arrested and b und in $3,000 bail 
to await an eXamin:.tion, There is a 
rod hanging over the heads ef other 
officials who are in the sameboy, It is 
hinted nere upon a strong groundwork 
of fact that there are officials in Boston 
high in rank in the Revenue Depart- 
ment whose positions are becoming de- 
cided!y shaky, and that there isa de- 
termination on the part of the govern- 
ment to thoroughly weed out all who 
are incompetent or unworthy of trust. 
It is known beyond a doubt that on 
Saturday last prominent officer in 
the Custom House called on the United 
States Attorney and begged him to be 
lenient in bis dealings with subordi- 
natee who were under indictment, but 
that his appeals were met with a deci- 
ced rebuff.
